Wooley,  who  has  researched  the  use  of  anabolic 
steroids  by  athletes  for  a  number  of  years,  said 
problems  such  as  sodium  retention  and  kidney  dam¬ 
age  could  result  to  both  men  and  women  taking 
steroids.  And,  though  there  is  no  proof,  “they  have 
potential  adverse  side  effects  on  offspring,”  he  said. 

Deeper  voice 

Durrant  mentiofted  changes  that  affect  a 
women’s  body  if  she  is  taking  steroids,  including  a 
deepening;  of  the  voice,  an  increase  in  body  hair, 
particularily  in  the  face,  and  a  build-up  of  muscle 
tissue,  especially  hn  the  chest,  “Some  can  be  re¬ 
versed,  but  not  all.” 

Durrant  said  she  can’t  understand  why  athletes 
would  take  anything  into  their  bodies  that  is  harm¬ 
ful.  “I  can’t  believe  a  girl  could  read  what  could 
happen  and  still  take  them. 

“I  would  in  no  way  ever,  ever  use  a  harmful  drug 
on  an  athlete.  That’s  against  all  ethics.” 

One  discus  thrower  on  the  women’s  track  team 
said  she  hasn’t  seen  many  women  using  steroids  at 
a  college  level.  “I  know  I’ve  competed  against 
women  who  may  have  taken  steroids,  but  I  don’t 
know  for  sure,”  said  Athena  Kepas,  a  senior  from 
Provo.  “You  can’t  prove  it.” 

“You  can  look  at  them  and  think  it’s  not  fair,  but 
then  you  think  you  wouldn’t  want  to  look  like  they 
do,  anyway.” 

Durrant  said  that  though  steroids  have  not  been 
proven  to  help  every  athlete,  she  has  seen  discour¬ 
aged  females  come  home  from  some  competitions 
saying,  “I’ve  been  beat,  but  I  wasn’t  beat  by  the 
girl.  I  was  beat  by  steroids. 

“I  think  it’s  sad  when  we  lose  pure  competition,” 
she  said.  Women  athletes  were  given  talents  they 
have  to  use,  and  they  should  do  the  best  they  can 
using  those  talents,  added  Durrant.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  From  a  few  tomes 
on  data  processing  hidden  between  calculus  and 
differential  equations  on  the  mathematics  shelf, 
computer  books  have  soared  into  prominence  as 
one  of  the  hottest  items  in  the  book  business. 

Piggybacked  to  the  skyrocketing  computer  in¬ 
dustry,  books  about  Apples  and  Commodores, 
Basic  and  Pascal  have  made  fortunes  for  small  pub¬ 
lishers,  and  one  publishing  giant  is  about  to  fire  the 
third  stage. 

“We’re  going  to  sell  millions  of  books,”  said 
Joseph  Esposito,  director  of  computer  publishing 
for  New  American  Library  in  New  York,  which 
plans  the  “single  biggest  move  into  the  mass- 
market  computer-book  area.” 

Sam  Weller,  owner  of  Zion  Book  Store  here,  said 
computer  books  began  taking  off  about  two  years

“We  had  good  sales  last  year  and  we’ll 
triple  them  this  year,”  said  Michael  Meyer,  director 
of  merchandise  buying  for  the  Stamford,  Conn., 
chain. 

Equal  to  cook  books 

Computer  books  will  account  for  about  3  percent 
of  the  chain’s  sales,  “almost  equal  to  cook  books,” 
Meyer  said.  “Cook  books  are  a  very  substantial 
part  of  our  business.” 

Weller  said  hobbyists  caused  the  first  boom  in 
computer  books,  but  now  “big  business  firms  are 
buying  a  lot  of  books.” 

Esposito  says  a  third  market  is  about  to  take  off. 

First  there  were  the  hobbyists,  “the  hackers,” 
“the  computer  nerds,”  he  said. 

Then  came  the  “applications”  interests,  business 
folk  studying  spread  sheets  and  word  processing. 

“We’re  preparing  to  address  the  third  generation 
—  those  interested  in  computers  as  an  entertain¬ 
ment  device,”  he  said.  “This  generation  sees  the 
computer  as  a  part  of  life,  as  an  appliance  like  a 
Cuisinart,  telephone,  television  and  air  con¬ 
ditioning.” 

Heavily  humorous 

Computer  books  went  from  dry,  technical  pub¬ 
lications  for  the  textbook  crowd  to  heavily  humor¬ 
ous  —  often  downright  silly  —  introductions  to 
programming  for  the  beginner. 

“The  assumption  was  everyone  was  scared  to 
death  of  microtechnology  and  you  had  to  crack 
jokes,”  Esposito  said.  “We’ve  largely  gotten 
beyond  that.” 

New  American  Library  is  going  from  just  a  few 
books  on  computers,  to  mass  marketing  of  20  titles 
by  Jan.  1  and  20  to  40  sometime  in  1984. 

Orders  “are  exceeding  sales  projections  —  and 
that  almost  never  happens,”  Esposito  said.

A  consumer  health 
'group  said  many  of  the 
over-the-counter  drugs 
on  the  market  today 
have  unsafe  or  ineffec¬ 
tive  ingredients,  and 
claims  Americans  waste 
billions  of  dollars  a  year 
on  these  medicines. 

The  charge  —  which 
is  disputed  by  the  manu¬ 
facturers  —  comes  from 
the  Public  Citizen 
Health  Research  Group, 
founded  by  Ralph  Nad¬ 
er,  in  a  new  book,  “Over 
the  Counter  Pills  that 
don’t  work.”  It  is  based  ; 
on  reports  from  advis¬ 
ory  panels  established 
by  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  as  part 
of  astill-unfinished  drug 
review  that  began  in 
1972  and  on  additonal  in¬ 
formation  obtained  by 
the  Health  Research 
Group. 

Dr.  Sidney  Wolfe, 
head  of  the  organiza-  . 
tion,  said  in  a  telephone 
interview  that  one-third 
of  the  466  best-selling 
over-the-counter  drugs 
have  ingredients  which 
the  FDA  has  found 
“lacking  in  safety  and 
effectiveness.”  Another 
one  third,  he  said,  con¬ 
tain-  ingredients  which 
the  health  Research 
Group  claims  have  not 
been  proved  safe  or 
effective.

Schreuder,  a  member  of 
the  board  of  the  New 
York  City  Ballet,  faces 
trial  today  charged  with 
having  coaxed  her  teen¬ 
age  son  to  murder  her 
millionaire  father  be¬ 
cause  she  feared  the 
Utah  auto  parts  mag¬ 
nate  would  disinherit 
her. 

The  late  Thomas 
Tlgpmpson,  who  wmte 
of  jTnurder  and  wealtnin 


Texas  in  the  best-ielling 
book  “Blood  and 
Money,”  had  planned 
before  his  death  last 
year  to  produce  a 
volume  on  the  mother 
and  son. 

“This  case  has  every¬ 
thing  —  blood  and 
money,”  Thompson  told 
a  reporter  in  July  1982, 
moments  after  Marc 
Schreuder  was  sent¬ 
enced  to  five  years  to  life 
in  prison  for  having,  at 
age  17,  shot  his  76-year- 
old  grandfather  in  the 
back  and  head. 

“But  of  course,” 
Thompson  added,  “the 
real  story  is  with  the 
mother.” 

Indeed,  despite  her 
absence  from  her  son’s 
trial,  Schreuder’s  name 
was  often  invoked  by 
witnesses  who  said  the 
45-year-old  socialite 
masterminded  the  1978 
murder  of  her  father, 
Franklin  Bradshaw, 
when  he  grew  weary  of 
bankrolling  her  expen¬ 
sive  tastes. 

At  his  death,  Brad¬ 
shaw’s  estate  -  based  on 
&  31-store  auto  parts 
chain  and  investments 
in  hundreds  of  lucrative 
oil  and  gas  leases  was 
valued  at  $10.4  million,  a 
figure  which  since  may 
have  doubled. 

Eighteen  months  af¬ 
ter  the  murder,  police 
arrested  Schreuder, 
then  a  student  at  Trinity 
College  in  Hartford, 
Conn.  He  later  was  cer¬ 
tified  an  adult  and  extra¬ 
dited  to  Utah  to  stand 
trial. 

Then  in  October  1981, 
one  of  Bradshow’s  three 
daughters,  brought 
a  gun  which  ballistics 
tested  showed  was  the 
murder  weapon.

The  predominantly  English  make-up  of  the 
group  includes  singer,  tunesmith  and  bassist  Sting 
(Gordon  Matthew  Sumner),  guitarist  Andy  Sum¬ 
mers  and  drummer  Stewart  Copeland,  the  only 
American  member  of  the  group. 

The  Police  are  just  winding  down  their  28-city, 
summer  journey  through  the  United  States.  Every 
stop  was  sold  out,  and  the  tour  was  the  most  suc¬ 
cessful  in  the  nation  this  season. 

The  band’s  latest  recordings,  “Synchronicity,” 
with  the  hit-single  “Every  Move  You  Make,”  have 
dominated  music  charts  for  most  of  the  summer. 

-  Another  single,  “King  Of  Pain,”  is  steadily  gaining 
popularity  on  the  nation’s  airwaves. 

“Synchronicity”  has  been  hailed  by  critics  as  a 
pop  masterpiece,  and  watch-dogs  of  the  music  in¬ 
dustry  are  starting  to  compare  the  trio  to  rock 
emperors  of  the  past.  In  the  latest  issue  of  Rolling 
Stone,  the  Police  pageantry  at  Shea  Stadium  was 
described  as,  “.  .  .  the  most  effective  stadium  show 
in  recent  memory,  far  outstripping  the  outdoor 
efforts  of  the  Who  and  the  Rolling  Stones.” 

But  the  bleach-blonde  cops  did  not  always  enjoy 
'  such  an  enthusiastic  endorsement,  especially  in  the 
United  States.  In  1978,  on  their  premiere  Amer¬ 
ican  tour,  the  Police  drew  just  nine  people  out  to  see 
their  act  at  a  Detroit  night-club.  They  toured  the 
country  in  a  station  wagon,  and  the  closest  they  got 
to  New  York  City  was  upstate  Poughkeepsie 
where  they  entertained  six  “fans.” 

However,  the  Police-men  patrol  their  beat  much 
more  comfortably  now  in  the  Learjets  they  used  to 
flit  across  America  this  summer  ■ —  and  they  did 
manage  to  play  New  York.  In  fact,  when  tickets 
went  on  sale  for  their  Aug.  18  stop,  all  67,000  seats 
were  consumed  in  scarcely  five  hours,  the  fastest 
sell-out  in  Shea  Stadium  history.

Jobless  rate 
drops  off; 
employment 
moves  up 

SALT  LAKE  CITY 
(AP) — State  unemploy¬ 
ment  figures  for  August  ’ 
show  the  jobless  rate 
has  dropped  to  7.2  per¬ 
cent,  layoffs  have  halted 
and  basic  industries  are 
being  revitalized,  the 
Utah  Job  Service  said. 

Unemployment  levels

August’s  level  was 
half  a  point  lower  than 
July. 

Sargent  said  about 
9,000  jobs  that  were  eli¬ 
minated  because  of  the 
recession  in  1980  have 
been  restored.  Con¬ 
struction  and  manufac¬ 
turing  are  beginning  to 
recoup  losses  experi¬ 
enced  during  the  past 
three  years,  he  said. 

And  overall  gains 
from  August  1982  to  Au¬ 
gust  1983  increased  for 
the  first  time  since  June 
1982  with  2,500  more 
jobs  available.

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The  score  says  it  all

WACO,  Texas— The  BYU  football 
team  came  up  about  30  seconds  short 
in  its  season  opener  Saturday  night 
and  dropped  a  40-36  thriller  to  the 
Baylor  Bears  before  32,500  enthu¬ 
siastic  fans. 

After  senior  tailback  Alfred  Ander¬ 
son,  who  ran  for  a  career-high  144 
yards  on  25  carries,  dove  into  the 
BYU  end  zone  with  49  seconds  re¬ 
maining  in  the  game  to  give  the  Bears 
the  lead,  BYU  took  over  on  its  own 
22-yard  line. 

BYU  quarterback  Steve  Young 
threw  to  wide  receiver  Kirk  Pendle¬ 
ton  for  21  yards  and  wide  receiver 
Glen  Kozlowski  for  22  yards  to  .bring 
the  ball  down  to  the  Baylor  35-yard 
line. 

A  5-yard  run  by  Young  made  it 
second  and  five  from  the  Baylor  30. 
With  only  19  seconds  left  in  the  game, 
BYU  then  tried  three  pass  attempts 
into  the  Baylor  end  zone  but  came  up 
empty  in  its  bid  for  a  last-second  vic¬ 
tory. 

After  watching  the  BYU  offense 
move  the  ball  for  almost  500  yards  in 
total  offense,  Baylor  head  coach 
Grant  Teaff  said  he  would  have  liked 
the  Bears  to  have  taken  a  little  more 
time  before  scoring  its  final  go-ahead 
TD. 

“Really,  I  made  a  mistake  in  calling 
the  time  out.  I  knew  how  dangerous 
BYU,  would  be  in  the  final  seconds. 
We  still  had  two  downs  to  score  and 
not  leave  them  any  time  on  the  clock.” 

Although  Teaff  was  concerned  ab¬ 
out  the  final  Cougar  drive,  he  said  he 
had  no  doubt  about  his  Bears’  winning 
touchdown  drive  in  the  final  mo¬ 
ments.  “Our  players  kept  their  cool, 
stayed  poised,  and  the  left  side  of  our 
line  just  blew  open  those  holes.” 


While  the  Baylor  offense  per¬ 
formed  well,  the  star  of  the  game  was 
Young.  The  senior  signal  caller  for 
the  Cougars  completed  23  passes  out 
of  38  attempts  for  351  yards  passing. 
Along  with  his  113  yards  rushing, 
Young  accounted  for  464  yards  of  tot¬ 
al  offense. 

Teaff  said  he  was  impressed  with 
Young.  “I  rate  their  quarterback, 
Young,  the  best  college  quarterback 
I’ve  seen.  He  does  it  all.  We  finally 
gave  up  on  rushing  him  wide  because 
we  just  could  not  contain  him.  He  is 
faster  than  many  halfbacks.” 

But  Young  could  not  get  the  offense 
moving  until  after  Baylor  scored  on 
its  first  possession  of  the  game.  The 
Bears  took  the  ball  from  their  own 
21-yard  line  into  the  BYU  end  zone  on 
a  13-play  drive  that  consumed  4:52. 

The  key  play  of  the  drive  was  a 
12-yard  pass  from  quarterback  Tom 
Muecke  —  one  of  three  quarterbacks 
Baylor  alternated  during  the  game  — 
to  split  end  Bobby  Joe  Conrad  at  the 
BYU  39-yard  line.  Cougar  defensive 
back  Jon  Young  had  the  ball  in  his 
hands,  but  Conrad  plucked  the  ball 
out  of  the  air  after  Young  dropped  it. 

The  Cougars  came  back  later  with 
two  touchdown  drives  in  the  last  four 
minutes  of  the  first  quarter. 

Steve  Y oung  capped  the  first  drive, 
42  yards  in  5  plays,  when  he  ran  the 
ball  in  from  the  Baylor  5.  The  Cougars 
took  their  first  lead  when  Young 
threw  a  3-yard  touchdown  pass  to 
fullback  Casey  Tiumalu  with  11 
seconds  remaining  in  the  quarter. 
The  left-handed  quarterback  then 
threw  to  Kozlowski  for  the  two-point 
conversion  to  make  the  score  14-7 
Cougars. 

After  a  quiet  second  quarter,  the 
fans  at  Baylor  Stadium  were  treated' 
to  an  exciting  offensive  show  in  the 
second  half  as  both  teams  seemed  to 
score  at  will. 


With  BYU  leading  21-13  in  the 
third  quarter,  Baylor  went  on  an  80- 
yard  drive  that  ended  with  Muecke 
passing  42  yards  to  split  end  Gerald 
McNeil  for  a  touchdown  that  closed 
the  gap  to  21-19.  The  5-7,  139-pound 
McNeil  had  six  receptions  in  the  game 
for  113  yards. 

The  key  play  of  the  drive  was  a 
15-yard  penalty  against  the  Cougars 
for  having  too  many  men  on  the  field 
when  they  were  receiving  a  punt. 

After  Young  fumbled  on  the 
Cougar  39  during  B  YU’s  next  posses¬ 
sion,  Muecke  passed  39  yards  to 
flanker  Bruce  Davis  for  a  touchdown 
on  the  very  next  play  to  give  Baylor  a 
26-21  lead.  Both  teams  then  traded 
touchdowns  until  the  gun  sounded  to 
end  the  game. 

BYU  Head  Coach  LaVell  Edwards 
said  the  major  differences  in  the  game 
were  the  two  long  touchdown  passes. 
“They  just  blew  right  past  us  on  both 
of  them.” 

Edwards  said  penalties  were 
another  factor  in  the  loss.  “The  thing 
that  killed  us  was  the  penalties  and 
our  mistakes,  which  hit  us  at  very 
critical  times  in  the  game. 

“The  penalty  that  really  hurt  us 
was  the  12th  man  on  the  field.  It  hap¬ 
pened  to  be  a  young  player,  and  he 
misunderstood  our  instructions  at 
halftime.” 

Although  the  Cougars  made  some 
costly  mistakes  —  they  committed  15 
penalties  for  152  yards  —  Edwards 
credited  Baylor  for  a  well-played 
game.  “You  have  to  credit  Baylor  for 
coming  back,  and  they  kept  us  out  of 
the  end  zone  on  that  last  drive.  I 
thought  they  played  very  well.” 

Teaff  said  the  reason  for  Baylor’s 
high  quality  of  play  was  the  caliber  of 
the  opposition  —  in  this  case  a  strong 
BYU  team.  “Tonight  we  were  as  good 
as  we  could  possibly  be.”
